Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Yonemura in 
view of Tokunaga et al. on claims 1 and 3 is withdrawn, because independent claim 1 
has been amended and Applicant's arguments.

6. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Yonemura in 
view of Tokunaga et al. as applied to claim 1 and further in view of Venuto on claim 2 is 
withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's 
arguments. 

7. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Yonemura in 
view of Tokunaga et al. as applied to claim 1 and further in view of Ohba et al. on claims 
4 and 5 is withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's 
arguments. 

Double Patenting 

8. The provisional rejections on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending Application No. 
10/585078 in view of Yonemura and Tokunaga et al. on claims 1 and 3 is withdrawn, 
because independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's arguments. 

9. The provisional rejections on the grounds of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending Application No. 
10/587186 in view of Yonemura and Tokunaga et al. on claims 1 and 3 is withdrawn, 
because independent claim 1 has been amended and Applicant's arguments. 



Reasons for Allowance 
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Art Unit: 1795 

10. Claims 1-5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The invention of independent claim 1 recites a lead acid battery including a 
positive electrode grid having a lead alloy layer including 0.01 to 0.2 parts by weight of 
Sb per 1 00 parts by weight of a positive electrode active material on at least a part of a 
surface thereof where said positive electrode active material layer is in contact. The 
closest prior art of record Yonemura (JP 2003-346888, machine translation), Tokunaga 
et al. (US 5128218) and Koch (US 4107407) do not teach a positive electrode grid 
having a lead alloy layer including 0.01 to 0.2 parts by weight of Sb per 100 parts by 
weight of a positive electrode active material.
